The 33 year-old veteran, whose 
100.1 mph average for 500 miles 
was the first Into the hundred-mile 
bracket, joins Curtis Turner, 1958 
winner, in the Impala ranks to 
give the Chevrolet product- a terif- 
flc one- two punch among early 
entries. Turner, although reserving 
the right to return to the Ford 
Thunderbird camp he has dri 
for since 1955, has indicated he 
make his first try In 'a Che v.

The 
National Outlook 



The upward trend of business Is 
continuing on a broad front. 

Grow national product, the mon- 
etary value of all goods and serv- 
ices produced, has - been revised 
upward for the first quarter to 
8470 billion. The second quarter 
figure will be above 8483.5 billion, 
which means It may pass 8500 
billion by the end of/fhe year. 
subetantiaUy more rapid improve- 
ment than had been anticipated. 

Equally important, over-all 
prices have been relatively stable, 
which means the rise in gross na- 
tional product la real and not the 
result of price Increases. 

Record Production in Jane 

The Federal Reserve Board in- 
dex of Production reached another 
all time high in June. The figure, 
155, means production was 55 per 
cent above the average of 1947-40. 
The recession low, April 1958, was 
126. Every month since then has 
shown an increase, and while there 
are some spots and some Industries 
which have not recovered, it is 
true that both durable and non- 
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durable manufacturing arc now at 
record high. Mineral production is 
a little below Its 195047 average. 

Aggregate construction in June 
And for the first ate months of this 
year were - both up 15 per cent 
from the «#rae 1958 periods. It is 
now at an annual rate of 986 bil- 
lion compared with. $49 billion last 
year. Private housing starts were 
slightly less than the seasonal nor- 
mal between May and June, but 
nonresidential, including indus- 
trial, rose nKM-e than normal. 

Retail trade remains strong. In 
June it was 10 pot cent above a 
year earlier. New automobile sales 
increased more than usual in June, 
and there is reason to believe the 
early estimate that we might sell 
5.5 million domestically produced 
cars in 1959 is likely to be low. 

Employment in June also estab- 
lished a new all time high— 67,300,- 
000. in manufacturing, -the. number 
of job holders rose 200,000 to about 
16J million. Unemployment in- 
creased in June, as always, because 
students are unable to Immediately 
find work. The percentage of the 
unemployed civilian labor force, 
however, remained unchanged 
from May— 4.9. In other words, the 
Increase of unemployment was 
merely seasonal. 

Inventories continue to rise. Re- 
cently the increase on an annual 
basis has been about 89 billion, 
the same dollar amount as the 
maximum rate of decrease last 
year. 

Investment in plant and equip- 
ment is on an upswing, and prom- 
ises to remain so for many months. 

Corporate profits still are in- 
creasing and, before taxes, prob- 
ably will be at least 850 billion 
this year. 

These are some of the broad 
Indications of the recovery's con- 
tinuation. There are some unfavor- 
able developments. 

The Consumer Price Index In 
June advanced to a new all time 
high— 124.5. with 1947-49 as equal 
to 100. The increase was largely 
caused by a hike in food prices. 
This is significant because, for a 
year, this index has been steady 
and the stability was the result of 
declining food prices off-setting 
rise in other parts of the tabula- 
tion. The immediate question, of 
course, is whether this latest move 
is the start of an inflationary de- 
velopment. Ewan Clague, Commis- 
sioner of Labor Statistics, says it 
isn't— that in July the index will 
show little . change, but that in 
August there should be a decline. 

Another unfavorable develop- 
ment is the steel strike. No One 
knows how long that will last nor 
what it will take to settle It 

Exports Lagging; Imports I'p 

Exports are not picking up to 
the degree that had been antici- 
pated, and Imports are still rising. 
Foreign nations which have been 
in a recession are beginning to 
move out of it, a|»d this may help 
our international balance of pay- 
ments. 

Finally, the request of the Ad- 
ministration for removal of the 
interest rate ceiling on Govern- 
ment bonds has bogged down in 
Congress. The Treasury, accord- 
ingly, is doing its financing in the 
short-term market, and this has 
driven the rate of interest higher 
than it otherwise would be. 

In spite of the unfavorable fac- 
tors., t£e recovery is moving along 
at a good rate, and predictions are

NORFOLK— On Tuesday, Aug, 4, 
the United States Coast Guard, a 
member of this Nation's Armed 
Forces and Its principal Federal 
Agency for maritime law enforce- 
ment and marine safety, marked 
Its 139th year of service to the 
maritime public. 

On this day Coast Guardsmen 
aboard ships and on stations from 
Greenland to Korea observed this 
passing of another mile-stone quiet- 
ly. Or as quietly as Coast Guards- 
men possibly could; for out of ne- 
cessity their services to the Nation 
continued, 

Boatmen, themselves celebrating 
a day off from work or on vaca- 
tion, still had a sleek white rescue 
boat available should trouble hap- 
pen. 

Likewise, Loran Stations in the 
Atlantic and Pacific still emitted 
that all Important radio impulse 
for the transoceanic navigator to 
use in plotting his course. 

In the 12 key rescue coordina- 
tion centers throughout the United 
States (this Includes Alaska and 
Hawaii), men stood watch around 
the clock, kept the eye of the 
Coast Guard on the waterways and 
skyways ready, as on any other 
day, to send a ship or plane to the 
aid of those In distress. 



Perhaps a few of us are aware Atlantic la patrolled; through this 



of the vast and varied services 
furnished by the Coast Guard to 
the maritime public. And perhaps, 
even fewer are those that realise 
how closely the history of the 
Coast Guard Is linked With that 
of our Nation. 

The Revenue-Marine, forerunner 
of the present Coast Guard was 
born when Congress passed and 
George Washington signed a bill 
which authorised the construction 
of "10 boats" for "securing the 
collection of revenues," and lor 
guarding the coast against smug- 
gling. 

During the years between the 
disbanding and re-establishment 
of the Navy, 1784-1798, it was our 
only armed force afloat. 

The Coast Guard has served with 
distinction in all our major con- 
flicts. The record Includes a lead- 
ing role In the undeclared war 
with France in 1789; the stamping 
put of piracy in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, participation In the Civil War, 
as well as In both World Wars, 

In 1915, the Revenue Cutter Serv- 
ice and the Lifesavlng" Service 
merged and the name was changed 
to United States Coast Guard. 

In 1930, the .Lighthouse Service 
was included In the Coast Guards' 
organisation, and In 1942, the Bu- 
reau of Marine (Inspection was 
temporarily transferred to the 
Coast Guard; the transfer was 
made permanent in 1946. 

The strength of the Coast Guard 
today is approximately 3,800 offi- 
cers and 2ii,300 enlisted man. This 
plus a strong Reserve training pro- 
gram enables It to carry out In- 
creased duties and responsibilities 
should a national emergency 
threaten. 

In peacetime, the Coast Guard's 
duties are many and varied. 

Much time and effort U devoted 
to enforcing safety regulations for 
small boats. The rules provide that 
motorboats must carry a minimum 
amount of safety equipment such 
as llfejackets. lights, fire extin- 
guishers, hells, whistles, etc. 

The Coast Guard not only boards 
small tnats to inspect them and 
Insure compliance with law, but 
also carries out a program of train- 
ing boat owners in the techniques 
of safe piloting and operation. 

Since the loss of the Titanic In 
1912, the Coast Guard has been 
charged with conducting the In- 
ternational Ice Patrol. An area of 
45,000 square miles In the N

area passes the world's heaviest 
shipping traffic. During the lea 
season, from April to mtd-Julv, 
miny ice bergg,drlft from the Arc- 
» Into commercial shipping lanes, 
New ideas and Innovations for 
combating the Ice menace are 
being constantly employed. In safe- 
~1lng merchant shipping the 
Guard keeps abreast of the 
latest scientific developments and 
employs the newest equipment 
after it has been checked and 
found satisfactory fdr Ice-patrol 
work. 

Another big Job of the Coast 
Guard is malntalnance of an Ocean 
Weather Station program. At the 
present time, the United States 
maintains four ocean stations In 
the Atlantic and two in the Pacific. 
Coaet Guard Cutters, with weather 
bureau meteorologists and equip- 
ment, cruise for 21 -day periods In 
an ocean area 210 miles square 
so that the weathermen can gather 
on-the-spot data to relay to the 
Weather Bureau. Forecasts and 
storm warnings based on such date 
permit transoctan ships and planes 
to avoid dangerous climatic condi- 
tions. During 1958, 32 Coast Guard 
Cutters were Involved In this pro- 
gram. 

Latest addition to the Coast 
Gyard organisation is the Marine 
Inspection Service. This branch 
supervises the merchant marine 
industry to Insure compliance with* 
Coast Guard regulations for design 
and construction of vessels, safety 
and comfort of passengers and 
crew, proficiency of officers and 
seamen, and the signing on and off 
of a ship's personnel. 

Marine Inspection Offices are lo- 
cated In all the major ports of the 
U.S. to facilitate that functioning 
of the service to the merchant 
marine Industry. Study, aimed at 
improving marine safety methods 
and devices is continuously under- 
taken by the Coast Guard. 

The recent establishment of a 
Merchant Vessel reporting program 
has made notable progress toward 
Increased safety at sea. Under this 
program, all merchant vessels 
within the North Atlantic Marl- 
time Region, Including the Gulf 
of Mexico, and the Caribbean are 
required to report their position 

Kfrtodically to the Coast Guard at 
ew York. Upon receipt in New 
York, the Information Is plotted 
and, by means of a machine com- 
puter, is kept up to date, ready for 
Instant use in case Of distress. 

The Importance of a safe and 
efficient merchant marine is re- 
flected in the fact that ap 
rrtately one-fourth Of Coast Guard 
officer personnel Is employed in 
merchant marine safety activities. 

, In March, 1958, the requirements 
were fulfilled to effect the Interna- 
tlon Convention establishing the 
ntergovernment | Maritime Consul- 
tative Organisation under the 
United Nations. The Coast Guard* 
role.*will be encouragement of high- 
eat practicable standards for safety 
attd efficiency. 

Search and rescue is perhaps 
the beat knqwn of the Caast 



Guard's activities. To maintain this 
highly efficient function 12 major 
rescue coordinations centers are 
located in key ports of the United 
States. Here trained officers and 
men coordinate rescue procedures, 
making sure that the units in- 
volved are kept abreast of each 
pertinent facet of the Incident, 
These "nerve centers" are manned 
around the clock, for distress 
knows no time table. 

From the "nerve" centers, tele- 
typewriters, telephones and 'radio 
transmitters and receivers link the 
lifeboat stations, air stations, bases, 
and ships of the Coast Guard In a 
vast communications weh. So ex- 
tensive Is the "web" that a 'duty 
officer at the Coast Guard air Sta- 
tion, Corpus Christ!, Texas, can 
exchange Information with the 
Coast Guard Air Station, Salem, 
Mass.: by teletype within minutes. 

Through a national search and 
rescue agreement, the Coast Guard 
can have at their disposal the men 
and equipment of other Armed 
Forces and certain Federal agen- 
cies, to assist In rescues. 

The Coast Guard can weU be 
proud of Its rescue functions 
Which date back to 1831. when the 
first winter cruise was ordered to

coarsely ground roughage may not 
reduce batterfat test. 

Research from Oregon State Col- 
lege and Wisconsin snow that but- 
lerfa t Ustte can fbe maintained 
whfa dairy cows ire fed wafera 
made from chopped or long rough- 
age. Generally, butterfat test had 
been reduced whenever finely 
ground roughages are fed in either 
loose or pelleted 'form.' 

Disadvantages at the present 
time are the cost Of pelleting, the 
machinery cost, and the extra 
handling necessary when a eta* 
tlonary mill is used. Another big 
disadvantage is the need of special 
equipment, such as self-feeders, 
conveyors, and elevators, to make 
the most efficient use of the pellet 
or wafer. 

In the future, Griffith says, it 
seems that pelleting or watering 
of roughage will be mainly a mat- 
ter of convenience for large feed- 
lot operators. It will be of particu- 
lar interest for dairymen located 
in areas where roughage is scarce. 
Until nutritional advantages are 
found for dairy cattle, such a con- 
sistently greater roughage intake 
or greater feed efficiency, feeding 
pellets or wafers could be justified 
solely on the basis of any opera- 
tional advantage. The only well- 
established operational advantage 
at the present time is that less stor- 
age space is required for pellets 
and wafers. 

Pelleting and watering of rough- 
age and grain combinations should 
be accepted immediately by feed 
manufacturers and those buying 
or selling surplus roughage. It Is 
likely that some alfalfa dehydra- 
tors may wafer alfalfa hay during 
the off season for sale in roughage- 
deficient areas or to large com- 
mercial herds. A decrease In the 
bulk of surplus hay could mark- 
edly reduce transportation costs 
and make the marketing of hay 
for dairy cows more practical. 

The use of this process on dairy 
/arms in Virginia will have to 
await the improvement of/ equip- 
ment, new operational advantages, 
and more definite nutritional ad- 
vantages. Even, then, the economy 
of this method of preparing rough- 
age will have to be determined 
before It will be widely adopted, 
Griffith says.

WOOL GROWERS VOTK I.N SKPT. 

Sheep producers will vote in 
September in a nation-wide refer- 
endum on the question of continu- 
ing to finance a market develop- 
ment for wool and lambs. - 

The program consists of adver- 
tising, promotion, and related ac- 
tivities carried out under an agree- 
ment With the American Sheep 
Producers Council. It Is financed 
by deductions from wool incentive 
payments earned by producers 
j under th? National Wool Program. 
' The deductions may not exceed 
I i ha -ate* «f I cent per pound for 
shorn wool and 5 cents per huif- 
, meowelgnt for lambs. 

I he program, which has been in 
effect since 195S, will be contin- 
ued through 1901 if producers own- 
ing two-ihird of the sheep and 
Iambs represented in the vote ap- 
prove. 

Voting will extend through the 
entire month of September «to 
make it as easy as possible for all 
producers to participate. The Coun- 
ty ASC Office will mail ballots to 
producers before September 1 and 
to be counted In the vote the bal- 
lots must be returned to the ASC 
Office by September 30. , 

The referendum relates only to 
the market development program 
for wool and lambs and does In no 
way affect the continuation of the 
wool incentive program extended 
for a three-year period last sum- 
mer. 



Large dairies— 400 to 1,500 milk- 
ing cows— may become more wide- 
spread In the future he said. Be- 
cause most of these large dairies 
operate on hired labor, It is .neces- 
sary to have well-engineered lay- 
out of buildings, lots, lanes, and 
gates to promote labor efficiency 
if the business is to be profitable. 

At big dairies, just getting the 
cows to and from the milking area 
is a problem. Traffic contra} can 
be aided by tlm-.-* and travel studies 
that tend to eliminate bottlenecks. 

Care of cows and efficiency can 
dep 'ml on the fatigue of the 
milker. Three-year records of a 
960-cow dairy in California, report- 
ed recently at a meeting of , the 
American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers, showed to the farm 
manager that the dairy herd couid 
produce more mJik more rapldfy 
and with less labor, in elevated 
stalls rather than In floor-level 
stalls. The difference In production 
was largely because of the extra 
care given cows milked in the ele- 
vated stalls by mllker« who were 
less, tired because they did not 
have to squat or stoop. 

The production difference be- 
tween the two systems was enough 
so that the original stall barn wa? 
torn dawn and replaced by an ele- 
vated stall system. Original ost 
of tiie string i.arn is expected to 
be made up in loss than one year 
by the Increase In production from 
cows in the new eievaied-stall lay- 
out.

FIELD IX8PKCTION8 FINISHED 
ON BMALL GRAIN ACREAGE 

Field inspections for certification 
on the largest small grain acreage 
in the history of the Virginia Crop 
Improvement Association have just 
been completed. 

Association officials says a total 
of 18,185 acres of all small grains 
(wheat, oats, barley, a:id rye) 
were inspected f6r certification 
this year, an increase of over 3,000 
acres. Of this total 7,661 acres, or 
42 per cent, passed the field in- 
spection for certified seed; and 
2,788 acres, or 15 per cent, were 
rejected. The percentages of the 
total acres referred was the same 
as last year. However, the percent- 
age passed for registered stwd last 
year was 35 per cent, and for cer- 
tified was 50 per cent. 

The increase In the percentage 
of crops meeting the registered 
standards Indicates a continued 
Improvement In the quality of seed 
icing produced in Virginia, Asso- 
ciation officials say. And the con- 
tinuing upward trend in the small 
grain acreage grown for certifica- 
tion indicates an increasing de- 
mand for certified seed. 

The number of different varie- 
ties of the different small grain 
crops certified this year are: wheat, 
12 varieties; oats, 15 varieties; bar- 
ley, 5 varieties; rye, 2 varieties. As 
usual, two varieties of wheat, Sene- 
ca and Thorne. comprise a large 
percentage of the total wheat acre- 
age, and 80 per cent of the barley 
inspected was Wong. Two varie- 
ties of oats, Arlington and Lee Cold 
Proff, accounted for about 49 per 
cent of the total acreage.

Some speci- 
mens are Infected with grey mold, 
and some with early blight. Late 
blight has not yet been reported 
to the clinic. A comparatively new 
disease, internal browning, has 
been found a few times. 

Root rot is troublesome on beans. 
In most cases beans had been plant- 
ed in tho same area for several 
years until the soil became highly 
infested with common root rotting 
organisms. Rot has been greatlv 
aggravated where fertilizer was 
applied in the row with beans. 
Beans are very susceptible to fer- 
tilizer Injury, and fertiliser should 
never be applied in the row. F.-m*e 
.ay*, t should be appilej as a side- 
dressing.

LEAF8POT8 TROUBLESOME 
I.V ALFALFA FIELDS 

Leafspots are causing trouble In 
Virginia's alfalfa fields these days. 
S. B. Fenne, plant pathologist at 
VPI, reports that most of the al- 
falfa disease specimens, received at 
the VPI plarft disease* clinic the 
past few weeks have been of va- 
rious leafspots. Losses may be con- 
siderable, particularly during 
rainy, humid weather. Control is 
difficult. Early cutting may be 
advisable to avoid leaf drop. All 
commercial varieties are suscept- 
ible to leaf spot. However, recom- 
mended varieties are better 
adapted. 

Yellowed alfalfa specimens, con- 
tinue to be received. In several 
cases this Is the result of lack of 
nodules on the roots. Nodule-form- 
ing bacteria are absent, hut there 
is no practical way to Inoculate 
alfalfa in the field.. 

Farmers continue to plant corn 
In direct contact with fertilizer — 
and they continue to pay for it. 
Many corn specimens are' showing 
fertiliser injury. The Injured areas 
serve as a source of entry for vari- 
ous soil organisms, and specimens 
then show seedlihg blight. In addi- 
tion to seedling blight, several 
sweet corn specimens are showing 
bacterial wilt. In all cases of bac- 
terial wilt, severe flea bettle injury 
has been evident. 

Heavy Infections of scab showed 
up on wheat, and on some barley. 
In most cases scab Infection was 
followed by sooty mold. Scab U 
really the cause of shriveled grain, 
and sooty mold merely appears 
after the plants mature or * have 
been killed by some other cause. 
On many specimens glume blotch 
was also present. Recently blotch 
is being seen much more often 
than before, and it may be more 
serious than has been thought, 
Fenne says. Seed treatment with 
a recommended mercury product, 
and planting wheat in a rotation 
(not a follow wheat after barlev, 
or corn) are the onlv suggestions 
for control of scab and glume 
blotch. 

A few oat specimens have been 
received, although it is late for 
oats. The disease of most concern 
has been red leaf— a comparatively 
new virus disease. Some varieties, 
I such as No. 0-205 seem to be some- 
I what resistant to red leaf. Aphid*

the dairy farm. 

Dr. G.C. Graf, head of the dairy 
science department at vp <w*«i 
cow comfort, t Is especially import- 
ant during hot dry ^summer' 
months. A little extra care and 
consideration can help avoid the 
much-talked about slump in sum- 
mer milk production. He savs: 

Provide plenty of water. Provide 
shade in the pasture lot and loaf- 
ing areas. Production drops rapidly 
when temperatures rise above 75 
degrees and relative humidity is 
high. 

Save best pastures for night 
grazing. During hot weather cows 
graze less during the day and more 
during the night. 

Keep flies off the cows. In tests 
conducted at the University of Illi- 
nois, production dropped' 15 per 
cent when nothing was done to 
control flies. T*y control not only 
helps maintain summer produc- 
tion, but also results In better pro- 
duction later. 

Be sure there Is plenty of feed 
when pastures are short. Do not 
rely on pasture forage only during 
hot dry weather. Feed top quality 
hay and/or silage along with pas- 
ture forage, and don't neglect 
grain feeding. A dally feeding of

More research Is needed before 
general recummendaUons can be 
made In Virginia on the use of pel- 
leted and watered roughages for 

dairy cattle. 

Meanwhile, says W. S. Griffith, 
dairy specialist at VPI, dairymen 
and f(vd dealers ere showing a lot 
of interest In pelleted and wafered 
roughages and a review of work 
done to date U in order. 

A pellet, Griffith explains, is the 
unit produced by a standard pellet 
machine used in the feed industry 
today. It requires the use of finely 
ground material. Pellets vary in 
length from l to l» inches and in 
diameter from i to 2 Inches. A 
wafer is the unit produced by an 
adapted pellet machine. The wafer, 
is usually made of chopped or long 
hay, or It can consist of other 
roughages and may even be In 
combination with some grain. 

The feeding of a complete pellet 
consisting of hay and gram may 
have some nutritional advantages. 
It may allot greater feed intake on 
high roughage rations. It may, un- 
der some conditions, increase feed 
efficiency. It allows for simultan- 
eous feeding of a balanced diet. 

There are some Indications that 
butterfat tests can be maintained 
on a pellet that contains finely 
ground roughage or roughages and 
grain if normal roughage is fed at 
the rate J pound of hay equivalent 
per 100 pounds of body weight 
per day. There are also Indications 
that a pellet or cube containing

National Outlook 



So much has been written about 
the steel strike that every news- 
pa pe;- reader Is pretty Well Inform- 
ed on the Issues involved, T?here 
are, however, a few points lef* for 
consideration. 

First, how long can the strike 
last without being seriously feu 
by other industries* *$&,. of 
course, depends on steel iventories 
In the hands of other than steel 
companies. Data here leaves much 
to be desired. We have specific la* 
formatlon on how much steel has 
been produced, over a given period, 
but nothing more than a guess as 
to how much of that output has 
been used. HP- By subtracting the 
latter fr#m the know-n production 
we get aij estimate of steel inven- 
tory. 

Inventor* IVvenly IH*tribute4 

It is assumed that over-all there 
was enough inventory for about 
eight weeks. The inventory, how- 
ever, is not evenly distributed, and 
some industries will ruh short be- 
fore that time. On the other hand, 
the automobile industry Is said to 
have enough steel (to carry it into 
the production of new models, sche- 
duled for next September or Octo- 
ber. It is safe to say, therefore, that 
the strike will have no really grave 
influence on business generally for 
at least another month, and until 
that happens it is not probable that 
the President will invoke the Taft- 
Hartley Act and appoint a fact- 
finding commission, which would 
mean that strikers must return to 
their jobs for an eighty-dav cooling 
off period. 

Second, the strike is proving a 
boon -to steel imports. For the five 
months through May imports reg- 
ularly exceeded exports. The nature 
of these imports is important. By 
and targe, items in which labor Is 
.an important element of cost are 
those having the most competitive 
advantage. This is because labor 
cost is lower in foreign steel com- 
panles. In products whetje labor 
costs are a relatively unimportant 
factor, American producer! are not 
at such a great disadvantage. 

Thie, then, is one of the major 
reasons steel compainea are so In- 
sistent that they have the right to 
determine working rules to a great- 
er extent than at present. This Is 
not a matter of erasing all labor's 
gains of the past decade, as Mr. 
McDonald says, but Is simply to 
eliminate much of the feather bedd- 
ing that has gradually been forced 
on the industry. In otiier words, 
it is a question of getting more pro/ 
duction per dollar of wages. And to 
the extent "this can be dpne, the 
savings can be paid in wages. That 
was management's offer wtiich the 
union flatly rejected. 

Third, is the matter of company 
profits. As compared with the sec- 
ond quarter of last year all com- 
panies reveal large profit increases, 
As expected, the union made the 
most of this. Steelworker boss, 
David McDonald, Interpreted the 
profits as proving that steel com- 
panies are "rolling in wealth." 

Actually the profit picture indic- 
ates nothing fit «he kind. For 
months before the strike there was 
a feverish rush to bulW steel In- 
ventories. This "kept companies 
operating at a high rate of capacl. 
ty, which meant that profits would 
be up. If they had not increased 
under such conditions, no one 
would even consider making a fur- 
ther capital investment in the to- 
dustrv.

panies might, adjust wages slight^ 
without raising prices, but not the 
industry as a whole. The unia«, 
nevertheless, demands that the in- 
dustry behave as a unit in regard 
to wia fjttereases.

Finally, how long will the strike 
hist? No one either In or out of 
the industry, or in or out of the 
union, can answer this question. 
In the meantime everyone is suffer- 
ing: workers are losing wages; 
companies are losing profits plus 
the continuing high expenditures 
for, taxes, maintenance, etc.; gov- 
ernment is losing tax revenues; 
and, steel production communities 
are losing across the board on re- 
tail trade. 

This Is regrettable- But someone, 
sometime, had to stand up and re- 
fuse to give in to excessive union 
demands. The companies, there- 
fore, deserve commendation for 
their courage.

Anne Chairman 

Thousands of persons in Vir- 
ginia Beach and Princess Anne 
County are inviting disaster," 
warned Mrs. Wallace Clark, chair- 
man of the Princess Anne County 
Chapter of The National Founds- 
Hon, "if they continue to neglect 
vaccination against polio." 

Mrs. Clark referred to the situa- 
tion In Des Moines, Inwa, where, 
*lv aid, a polio epidemic la now 
raging in full force. "Here's « 
city," she added, "where large num- 
bers of people never got their Salk 
shots because they thought it was 
too much trouble. Now look at the 
trouble they're In. The toll of per- 
sons stricken In Dea Moines is 
mounting rapidly, and there have 
already been some deaths re- 
ported." 

The National Foundation, Mrs. 
Clark said, was rushing nurses and 
other medical personnel and a 
great deal of special equipment to 
the Dea Moines area to help 'meet 
their emergency. In addition, The 
National Foundation hat dis- 
patched special personnel and 
equipment to other polio outbreak 
points in Oklahoma City, Kansas 
City, Dallas, Fort Worth, Nashville, 
New Orleans and Chapel Hill, N\C. 

"When you consider," Mrs. Clark 
said.

It 
provides for released time at full 
remuneration and for payment by 
the federal government of all tui- 
tion and other expenses connected 
with the selected educational pro- 
grams. 

"The advantages to be derived 
by aeronautics and space-age re- 
searchers from graduate study In 
physics cannot I* overempha- 
leed." stated Mr. S. Walter Hlxon, 
Jr., employee development officer 
at the NASA, when asked to com* 
ment on the cooperative arrange- 
emnt. "A knowledge of pure phy- 
sics is, indeed, a fundamental part 
of all engineering. 

"We are convinced, moreover, 
that the Information gained by 
our personnel from the program 
at William and Mary will help us 
to fulfill the objective of the NASA 
to develop research activities de- 
voted to peaceful purposes for the 
benefit of all mankind." 

Dr. Melvln A. PIttman, chairman 
of the department of physics at 
the college, pointed out that the 
NASA students would be required 
to meet the same standards, both 
of entrance and of performance, 
required of full-time participants 
in the graduate program. 

Thin is not a special program,* 
he stated. "We are slmplv making 
existing facilities available to the 
NASA personnel. 

"I might add," he concluded, 
"that, in my estimation, the Lang- 
ley Center is one of the greatest 
research laboratories In the world* 
and we at the college are proud 
be able to offer our cooperation."

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help, but wont do the job by itself. 
Four treatments yearly are need- 
ed to control internal parasites In 
the average flock. The first treat- 
ment must be given In early spring 
before sheep go to permanent pas- 
ture. The second treatment should 
come in early July, or earlier 1/ 
hot, rainy weather brings large 
parasite numbers. Late July or 
early August Is about the right 
time for the third treatment. The 
fourth treatment comes » Novem- 
ber about the time permanent 
pasture Is finished and at least 30 
days before lambing. 

Lambs which have been kept in 
the flock past mid-June must be 
treated along with the ewes. Treat 
ewe lambs to be carried over for 
replacements once a month from 
the time they are weaned until 
frost. Late, poor feederHype lambs 
may need one treatment a week 
to three weeks apart to straighten 
them out. Follow wltft a treatment 
every three to four Weeks during' 
the grazing season, 

A free choice mixture of one 
part phenothiailne powder with 
to 14 parts by weight of loose salt 
will help control internal parasites. 
Phenothlazlne salt will not destroy 
worms, but its continued use will 
prevent a large percentage of the 
ejws from hatching. This mixture 
can not take the place of Individual 
u«a iments. 

Phenothlazlne controls more In- 
ternal parasites in sheep than other 
known drug. Phenothlazlne con- 
taining lead arsenate or copper 
sulfate (bluest one) and nicotine 
sulfate should be used for one 
treatment per year, or If there l» 
evidence of tapeworms. 



Are you limited In the number of 
appliances you can use at one 
time without blowing a fuse? Have 
you installed fuses of larger ca- 
pacity to eliminate the fuse-blow- 
ing problem? 

J. L. Calhoun, associate agricul- 
tural engineer at VPI, says if the 
answer is "Ves" to any of these 
questions, you'd better take a new 

look at your wiring aystem. The 
system may bf inadequate, or per- 
haps some safety rules are being 
ignored. 

Wiring system circuits are pro- 
tected by fuse* or circuit breakers, 
both of which are safety devices, 
Calhoun explains. When too much 
electricity flows in the circuit, they 
cut off the electricity before there 
is damage.*When a circuit breaker 
trips, or when a fuse blows, It's 
a sign of trouble. 

Don't try to correct the trouble 
wkh larger fuses or by tampering 
with fuses in any way to restore 
service, if, as the signs Indicate, 
there is too much load on the cir- 
cuit, the logical solution to the 
problem is to add more circuits to 
the wiring system. 

More circuits are needed In many 
homes, Calhoun claims, because 
over the years more and more 
electrical appliances have been 
added. Wiring systems designed 
for adequate service years ago are 
no longer capable of bearing the 
load. 

If you have trouble with blown 
fuses or tripped circuit breakers, 
consider expending your wiring 
system by Installing more circuits, 
Calhoun advises. 



glnla hornet more comfortable 
during the warm days of summer, 
•ays J. L. Calhoun, associate agri- 
cultural engineer at VPI. 

This type of fan, mounted in 
the attic— as its name implies, 
lowers the temperature in the 
attic and brings cool outside air 
into other parts of the house to 
replace the hot, stuffy air. 

It Is not uncommon for tempera- 
tures to reach 125 degrees in attics 
on hot sunnier days. During the 
day, the sun beats down on the 
roof. The heat finds Its way into 
the attic and temperature builds 
up. The heat then moves down Into 
the living quarters. At night the 
bouse gets rid of Its stored-up heat 
very slowly. As a result, its often 
after midnight before the home is 
cool enough for comfortable sleep- 
ing- , 

An attic fan is usually operated 
after sundown "when the outside 
temperature Is cool. For best re- 
sults open the windows and doors 
in the rooms to be cooled and start 
the fan. Cool air is then drawn 
Into the house and at the same 
time the hot air Is blown out of 
the attic— of course the attic door 
must be left open while the fan 
Is operating. The result is more 
comfortable conditions for reading, 
working recreation, and sleeping. 

Window fans are often designed 
to cool only a portion of the house. 
They do not rid the attic of hot air. 
But an attic fan cools the entire 
house — including the attic. 

An attic fan can be installed in 
most homes — and there are many 
different sizes and 'types to choose 
from.

The tales, annually attract buy- 
ers from throughout the eastern 
United State* and from several 
mid-western states. 

Farmers in Princess Anne Coun- 
ty will sell at the Petersburg sale 
on October 7. All heifer calves will 
come from herds which have had 
a negative test for tuberculosis 
and brucellosis within 12 months 
of the sale date.

All calves will 
be vaccinated ' for shipping fever 
and blockteg and heifer carves vac- 
cinated against bangs. 

TIME TO PLAJJ ALFALFA 
KKKDISfG 

Now Is the tlrne to begin plan- 
ning for fall seeding of alfalfa. 

Late summer seeding* of alfalfa 
can be made in eastern Virginia 
up to the last of September. 

Seed as etfriv in the recommend- 
ed seeding period as conditions 
permit, to give a longer time for 
seeding growth before winter. 
Make the seeding on a well pre- 
pared seedbed following a good 
rain tb insure an adequate supplv 
of moUture. Do not seed on a loose, 
fluffy, or dry seedbed. 

Plan to use a deep, well drained 
soil on which alfalfa fa adapted. 
Test to determine lima needs and 
fertility level. Choose the variety 
and have the seed and inoculam 
on hand. 

Alfalfa requires lime. Make cer> 
tain that the soil pH is &5 or 
above. If lime U needed, appiv 
prior to seeding and work thorough- 
ly into the soil. 

Use from 1,000 to 1,200 pounds 
of 2-12-12 borated fertiliser or 
equivalent. Work it well into the 
soil during the preparation of the 
seedbed. Always inoculate the seed 
Immediately before seeding and 
seed either 10 to 20 pounds of al- 
falfa with three to five pounds of 
orchard grass, or 15 to 25 pounds 
of alfalfa if seeded alone. 

Varieties recommended are certi- 
fied Williamsburg, «certined At- 
lantic, certified Buffalo (wilt-re- 
sistant variety), certified Narra- 
gansett, Kansas common, and Okla- 
homa approved.

The two-week application period 
for fall cover crops and perma- 
nent pastures will end at 4:30 on 
Tuesday, August 4. Farmers may 
apply for cost-sharing ranging 
from Sl.50/acre for rye to $2.80/ 
acre for fertiliser if it Is to be 
used. The winter cover should be 
seeded early enough to provide 
good ground cover through the late 
fall and winter months.

COX ESTIMATES 3-YEAR SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION AT $7,276, 




Board Told of Necessary Now 
Facilities Just to Keep Pace

Princess Anne County School 
Superintendent Prank W. Cox told 
the. County School Board Tuesday 
that the county must spend $7,278.- 
900 during the next three years 
lor additional school construction. 

The value of all school property 
now In the county la $15,539,950. 
Cox told the hoard the $7,276.1)50 
figure "may he a conservative esti- 
mate of our needs." 

The pupil toad increase in Prin- 
cess Anne la expected to be ex- 
ceeded only by Patrfax County's 
In the near future. About 2,500 
hew pupils pour into the Princess 
Anne system a year. 

This ia equal to the school pop- 
ulation of Princess Anne High 
School or three 28-classroom ele- 
Jnentary schools. Cox said. 

This September, 16,000 pupils 
will be enrolled in Princess Anne, 
of whom about 3,300 are Negroes. 
The 2,500 yearly Increase will be 
predominantly white students, with 
about 200 of the estimated yearly 
total Negroes. 

Cox said within three years the 
white, student* will need an addi- 
tional five elementary schools, a 
secondary school and additions to 
two existing school buildings.

"Two years ago," Cox said, "the 
state, requested us to project our 
needs for a five-year period. At 
that time we said Princess Anne 
needed to build five schools— three 
elementary and two secondary.

We expect to spend $5^50.000 in 
the flve-vear period and have spent 
*4,458.804 in the first two years." 

The total Princess Anne school 
enrollment last year was 22,211. 
Annexation by Norfolk is expected 
to cut the pupil load this Septem- 
ber to about 16,000. The ordinal 
figure will be overtaken in a little 
more than two years. Cox said. 

Bids were opened Tuesday for 
construction of a 10-classroom ad- 
dition to the John B. Dey Ele- 
mentary School. The addition is 
scheduled for completion next 
April 25. 

The eight bids ranged from a 
high of $154,592 from the J. J. 
Smith Co. to a low of 1123.977 from 
Conrad Brothers. The board defer- 
red action on awarding the contract 
until Friday at 2 p.m., when bids 
on an addition to the Link horn 
Park School will be opened.

RICHMOND — Getting the Vir- 
ginia story across te nearly three 
million Canadians will he up to 25 
volunteers who will staff the Vir- 
ginia Exhibit at the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition, Toronto, spon- 
sored by the Virginia Travel Coun- 
cil from August 26 through Septem- 
ber 12. 

Virginia Beach, long a popular 
destination with Canadians as the 
nearest warm saltwater beach to 
Canada, will be represented by Mrs. 
Julia Nelms of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce. Mrs. Nelms, 
Who served at last year's Exhibi- 
tion, will be attired in Confederate 
costume on loan from "The Con- 
federacy," and will distribute salt- 
water m taffy In addition to thous- 
ands o'f folders during the 10 days 
of the show. 

Now in its 81 st year as the largest 
show of its kind in the world, the 
CNE. covers 350 acres, with 14 miles 
• of paved streets, with land, building 
and plant equipment valued at 
$50,000,000. Held annually for a 
period of 16 days in- Toronto, it 
attracts visitors from all 10 of 
Canada's Provinces and the United 
States. 

Recognizing the importance of 
the rich Canadian travel market to 
Virginia, the Council some seven 
years ago reserved exhibit space 
at the CNE. Since that time Cana- 
dian travel to Virginia has soared 
to over a quarter of a million visi- 
tors annually. 

In shopping for the best travel 
bargain' available, Canadians report 
that the twin advantages of year 
"round mild climate and the projd- 
mlty of Virginia's attractions to 
one another give them the best 
"holiday" value for their time and 
money. 

Twenty-one foreign governments 
will take part in the CNE this year, 
with Virginia, Florida and New 
York representing the United 
States.

Demand for Homes Stl Saltmg Irisk Pace 



11m demand for homes has In* 
treased more in the past year than 
for any other major item, and there 
Is a lrowlng feeling that now Is a 
food time to buy a house, Dave 
Miller, president of the Virginia 
Beach Board of Realtors, declared 
today. 

He made these statement* on 
the bask of the latest nationwide 
survey of consumer buying Inten- 
tions by the University of Michigan 
Survey Research Center. 

"The significant growth indicated 
by the survey Jn the number of 
people who are concentrating their 
buying plans on homes rather than 
other durable goods shows that 
the public hi increasingly aware of 
the importance and value of home 
ownership." Mr. Miller said. 

More people Intend to buy homes 
in the near future than at any time 
in the last six years, according to 
the survey. Long range home buy- 
ing plans, disclosed in the survey, 
bolster predictions of an active 
housing demand throughout the

next five years. 

Mr. MBller said the 21 Realtors 
of Virginia Beach reported that the 
situation In this area Is similar to 
the rest of the country, as indicat- 
ed by the University of Michigan 
findings. "There la a strong market 
In Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County for the good quality 
homes being sold here," he de- 
clared. Only members of the -Vir- 
ginia Beach Board of Realtors 
and thus of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards may use 
the designation Realtor which Is 
registered in the U.S. Patent Of- 
fice. 

"More and more young couples 
are buying a home at the start of 
their lives together, while many 
married people are looking for 
larger homes to accommodate their 
growing families," he explained. 

Mr. Miller pointed out that the 
national survey showed a growing 
number of people bclk?ve that 
prices are expected to increase 
somewhat and are therefore plann- 
ing to take advantage of the pre- 
sent-market to buy' now. 

He added that recent indications 
of a survey of the mortage market 
by NAREB that interest rates may 
continue to creep up should be 
another factor in the decision of 
families to purchase a home now. 
Good advice on mortgage terms, 
comparative rates, and money sour- 
ces may be obtained from the Real- 
tors In Virginia Beach. 

"The long range trend of real 
estate values has been upward in 
Virginia Beach and Princess Anne 
County and with population growth 
and other factors, this is expected 
to continue," Mr. Milter said. 
"Right now there arc manv good 
values offered by local Realtors 
particularly in existing homes 
which are attracting more and 



more interest because of their 
'larger room sizes, landscaping, esta- 
blished neighborhoods, and other 
factors. 

"According to the University of 
Michigan survey there has been 
a significant growth (from 26 to 
42 per cent of the representative 
consumers interviewed) In the per- 
centage of people who believe that 
now is a good time to buy a house," 
Mr. Miller said. 

"And In the last 18 months the 
percentage of people who think the 
purchase should be made now he- 
cause they believe good buys are 
available has grown also. So has 
the percentage of people who 
believe prices will remain on the 
uptrend," the real estate board pre- 
sident said, again referring to the 
survey. 

"The survey points out that home 
buying intentions are higher now 
than in 1954 and 1955 when housing 
demand was at one of its post War 
peaks," Mr. Miller reported, add- 
ing: "There is a large backlog of 
unsatisfied housing need." 

The Realtor executive predicted 
a bright outlook for the home 
market on the basis of local con- 
ditions and the survey's conclusion 
that "most significant Is the fact 
that among famlles wit* incomes 
of $7,500 or more, about 38 per 
cent are thinking of moving within 
the next five years. Most of these- 
families already are home owners, 
but want a bigger, or more modern 
house, or one in a more desirabte 
location; only a small minority 
are older people who want a small- 
er or less expensive home."

Is Consumer Credit Too High? 
By Ralph Robe? 

The rapid increase In Installment 
buying, an established important 
aspect of our economic system, has 
been reaching new all time highs. 
This poses a question: Is our credit 
system getting out of hand and be- 
coming a threat to the business 
trend? 

First, get the total Inperspectlve. 
On June 30, latest data available, 
the aggregate of all consumer 
credit was $46,7 billion. Of this, a 
little over three quarters was In- 
stallment credit, gome 43 percent 
or $15.4 billion of which was auto- 
mobile paper. 

Such aggregates by themselves 
mean comparative little to praise 
them it Is necessary they be 
related to other figures. The parti- 
cular figure most useful In this re- 
gard is called disposable Income and 
refers* to personal income leas taxes. 
This data is published/ quarterly, 
the latest being for the second 
quarter of 1959. In 1896 the June 
volume of consumer credit was 12 
per cent of spendable icome; this 
year it is just short of 14 per cent, 
a fairly slgnflcant increase. 

Another approach is to figure 
the total of credit repaid in rela- 
tion to the amount extended. For 
1958 the amount repaid was a little 
more than the amount extended, 
the first tune that had happened 
for many years, and is accounted 
for because 1958 was a poor auto- 
mobile sales year, we had been In 
a recession in much of 1957, and 
the public was still uncertain of the 
upturn. In January ami February 
of this year repayments, exceeded 
new credit extension, which is fair- 
ly normal. But since then the 
trend has been reversed, and for 
the first six months extensions have 
exceeded repavments by $1.9 bil- 
lion. 

One final preliminary compart 
son; in 1955 consumer credit jump- 
ed by $6.8 billion, of which $3.7 
billion .was on automobile paper.

That year terms of installment cred- 
it were eased materially with, in 
the case of automobile purchases, 
maturities increased to thirty six 
months, and installment credit re- 
payments were $5.4 billion less than 
extension. Total consumer credit 
that year Was 14.1 percent of per- 
sonal spendable income, or just a 
fraction higher than now. 

Some conclusions: Figures show 
that we are no worse off than we 
were in 1955— when we experienced 
no difficulty, and there is no evi- 
dence that the high credit level was 
a contributing factor to the reces- 
sion which started in 1957. 

Installment loans, like other 
loans, are good or bad depending 
on the care of the credit analysis 
upon which they are based. This is 
another way of saying that the 
right of repossession is not too Im- 
portant. Of course it limits the pos- 
sibility of loss, and is an incentive 
for the borrower to keep qp his 
payments, but credit should not 
be extended on the expectation of 
repossession. Today the credit an- 
alysis underlying consumer loans 
Is of high quality, and the rate of 
loss is small. 

From one point of view it Is true 
that installment credit represents 
'stealing' from future buying, but 
basically this is true of all credit. 
There is no reason for criticism is 
justified only when too much cred- 
it Is extended, or when loans are 
given without adequate analysis. 
Neither dt these conditions pre- 
vails today. 

Finally, although the total of 
consumer credit is at an all time 
high, and is rapidly rising, there 
appears to be no basis for concern. 
If collections start to get difficult 
the situation would be different, 
but there Is no Wlcation that we 
are moving Into such a period.

You need to know how long you 
have to work, under social security 
to qualify for benefits, approxi- 
mately how much your benefits 
will be, what rights your family 
may have. You'll probably want 
to find out what papers you'll 
need when you do file your appli- 
cation. Possibly you cant get a 
birth certificate so yodll want to 
know what other documents are 
acceptable to establish your age. 

Do you know that you have an 
individual social security account 
with your name and social security 
number on it? This account shows 
all wages reported for you by 
your employers during your life- 
time and all self-employment net 
earnings you have reported when 
you filed your income tax return. 
This record is kept by the Ac- 
counting Division of the Social Se- 
curity Administration in Baltimore. 
Your record accurately shows 
what your employers have report- 
ed, or what you have reported as 
a self-employed person. But, If' 
your employer has made an error 
on his tax returns, or you have 
made an error in filing your In- 
come tax return, this error may 
affect future benefits to you or 
your family. You should take steps 
to learn about it. You can get a 
special post card for this, purpose 
at your local social security office 
to send to Baltimore for a state- 
ment of your earnings.

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f he tjme I* fast approaching for 
farmers to begirt taking soil sam- 
ples for next year's crops. Farmers 
should do this just as soon as the 
fall harvest is completed. For 
crops that ought to be 'seeded this 
fall, the time is now when soil 
.samples should be taken. 

The following' eight points 
should be helpful In taking soil 
samples. 

1. Use proper sampling tools. 
Use a sampling tube or auger. If 
neither of these are available, use 
a garden spade or trowl. 

a, Don't sample unused areas 
because you will get a poor sample. 
Always avolJ dead furrows, back 
furrows, old fence lines, old man- 
ure and lime piles, wet spots, and 

near trees. 

3. Divide fields into areas for 
sampling so that no sample repre- 
sents more than' 10 acres. 

4. Take soil from at least fifteen 
spots In each area. Scrape away 
surface litter. Take a small amount 
of soil to a depth of six inches or 
plow depth from at least 15 spots. 
Where row crops are planted ob- 
tain soil between rows and not 
from rows. For sampling pastures, 
recommendations vary slightly in 
that you only want to sample 
about three inches deep. 

5. When spade Is used, save soil 
from middle of the slice: First, dig 
a V-shaped hole to plow depth; 
second, cut a 1-inch thick slice of 
soil from face of hole; third, clear 
away the soil from both sides- of 
the spade so as to leave a one-inch 
strip of soil down the middle' of 
the spade; fourth, place this in a 
clean pall. ,,•- 

6. Mix well. in a clean pall the 
soil taken from the 15 spots In the 
sample area. Place one half to one 
pint of soil in a test carton and 
discard the remaining sells 

7. Use soil test cartons available 
from my office. 

8. Put your name, field number, 
and crop to be ' grown on the 
sample box and bring the samples 
to my office. I, In turn, will have 
them analyzed by the Experiment 
Station and make recommenda- 
tions to you for the application of 
lime and fertiliser. 

HKKK'H HOW TO 8EBD 
THAT PAMTIRK 

Lime— Take a soil sample. Soil 
boxes and record sheets can be 
obtained from my office. Apply 
the amount of lime needed based 
on the soil test at least 30 days 
before seeding and pldw or ' disc 
Into the soil. 

Fertilizer-- Apply ' amount and 
analysis of fertilizer needed as In- 
dicated by the soil test Oft heavy 
soils and high fertility, this Will 
usually be 800 to 1.000 pounds' of 
2-12-12. «On light soils, Sandy soils, 
and soil* of low fertility-,, a, thou- 
sand pounds of 5-iu-io Will usually 
be needed. Oft extremely jpoor soil 
additional phosphate or pot. a.<h 
may he needed. Ijf so, apply It and 
plow it down before seeding. 

Encourage deep root growth— 

This may ha flone by .plowing 

dowa i^fr more of the. Iffrte and 
fertilizer. This Is very Important 
on soils of low fertility of- In need 
of a. heavy lime application. The 
portion of lime and fertilizer not 
plowed down should be applied 
and harrowed In just before seed, 
ihg. Harrow and role until seed 
U:d is firm. 

What to seed — Seed one to two 
pounds of certified ladino and 12 
to 14 of orchard grasses or fescue. 
Where orchard grass is not adapt- 
ed the fescue, Kentucky 31 or Alta 
fescue, should be used in place of 
orchard grass. For higher yields 
and more flexible . use, three to 
five pounds of Kenlend Red Clover 
should be added to the mixture. 

When to seed — Here, the' coastal 
plain area of Virginia, we can 
seed after the first good rain in 
September and up to October 15. 

Avoid deep covering of seed — 
Do not cover seed more than 1-inch 
In heavy soil and i-lnch In lighter, 
sandy soils. Use a corrogated roller, 
spike tooth or seeding harrow to 
cover seed immediately after seed- 
ln K- o 

Alfalfa seeding suggestions— Al- 
falfa is the most exacting torige 
crop grown in the county In its 
lime requirement, soil drainage and 
fertility requirements. However, 
there are some soils In the county 
that are adapted to alfalfa produc-

tlon. For farmers* wfio have the 



proper soil type and are going to 
seed alfalfa this fall, here are eight 
suggestions which have been pre- 
pared by the Agronomy Depart- 
ment at VPI which I have adapted 
to Princess Anne County condi- 
tions that I think will help you 
In attaining a better stand and a 
more productive c>op of alfalfa. 
Choose a deop well drained soil — 
Friable or crumbly clay.*, silt 
loams and sandy loams are pref- 
erable. But, alfalfa will do well on 
most well drained deep soils If 
they are properly limed and fer- 
tilized. Alfalfa is exacting In Its 
requirement for a well drained soil. 
Do not seed It on soils that are 
not well drained or are likely to 
remain wet late, in the spring. Gen- 
erally, alfalfa Will yield more and 
last longer, on the better drained 
soils. 

Test soil tor • lime— Alfalfa re- 
quires a PH -of 6.-5 or above and 
will not tolerate 'a soil that is 
much below 6y3. The use of liberal 
amounts of rime is essential for 
successful alfalfa production here 
In the county. , Take' those soil 
samples and bring them Into my 
office for analysis and recommen- 
dations. Remember, you can't tell 
by looking at the soli. 

Use liberal amounts of fertilizer 
— Improved stands, higher yields, 
and longer lived stands will pay 
dividends on the liberal use of fer- 
tilizer at feeding, time. Use one 
thousand to l'2O0 pounds of 2-12-12 
borated fertilizer or the equivalent. 
If the toll is low in just one major 
element, such as phosphate or pot- 
ash, a basic application -of that 
element may be used In place of a 
fertiliser containing both phos- 
phate and potash. Oood manure, 
fortified with 56 pounds per ton 
with 20 per cent super phosphate 
may be substituted up to | the fer- 
tilizer, but It should be kept In 



mind that the manure ,le always 
invested with weed seed and that 
H w.lll supply more nitrogen than 
the alfalfa needs. 

Prepare a good seed bed — The 
Ideal seed bed for alfalfa is- firm 
and compact so that It provides an 
abundance of moisture for the 
young seedlings. It has enough 
firm granular toil to cover the 
seed. Plowing by discing and roll- 
ing Is usually preferred. The soil 
should be plowed and disced 30 
to rjo days before seeding. Just 
prior to seeding disc and roll with 
a cultapacker >», ftrag wiih a neav.v 
drag; to firm the seed bed. The 
lack of a good seed bed Is one of 
the most common causes of seed- 
ing failure. 

Seed an a'dapted variety— Use 
certified Williamsburg, certified 
Atlantic, certified Buffalo, certified 
ixarraganseu, Kansas Common, or 
Oklahoma Approved. 

Inoculate the alfah'a sead — Al- 
ways Inoculate the alfalfa sefd 
with a good commei*clal alfalfa 
culture according to the directions 
on the container. Plant as soon as 
possible after the seed is Inocu- 
lated and keep It in a shady place 
between the time It Is Inoculated 
and planted. Seed held over 24 
hours after Inoculation should be 
reinoculated before seeding. 

When to seed— Here In South- 
eastern Virginia we can make fall 
seedings of alfalfa after the first 
good rain In September and up to 
October the first. 

Use a good seeding method- 
There are numerous methods of 
seeding alfalfa successfully. Sow- 
ing with a regular seeder, sowing 
with a seeding attachment on a 
cultapacker, broadcasting and roll- 
ing In or harrowing lightly. The 
most Important consideration is to 
avoid covering the seed more than 
1-inch in heavy soil or l-lnch In 
light soil. Seeding on a firm seed 
bed and rolling Is the most widely 
accepted method at the present 
and is almost essential if you are 
to get a good stand. 

A word of caution — The practice 
of seeding alfalfa in fall seeded 
small grain In the spring is be- 
coming more widely accepted now 
than formerly. At best, this method 
is hazardous, as the small grain 
crowds the young alfalfa seedlings 
seriously and often the alfalfa is 
completely lost before the grain is 
harvested. Usually, It Is best to 
seed alfalfa in the fall following 
any small grain.

work and looking for a Job. A 
striker is out of work, but Is' not 
necessarily looking for a Job. The 
August report, however, will re- 
flect steel strike unemployment, 
and perhaps some other major 
stoppages. 

As a consequence of unemploy- 
ment declining less than normal 
seasonal the total amounted to S.l 
per cent of the civilian labor force, 
as contrasted to 4.0 per cent in 
June. Because of vacations the 
average work week declined slight- 
ly and so did the average weekly 
earnings. Even so the work week 
is 1.4 hours more than in July 
1958, and average weekly earnings 
were up $0.59 from July 1958. 
These hours of work and earning! 
refer to factory woi-fctrs. 

One final point deserves com- 
ment. Our total labor force is In- 
creasing more rapidly. For the 
past couple of years the annua) 
growth rate has been only about 
500,000, which was below the long 
term trend. That was fortunate 
from the point of view of unem- 
ployment. Our labor force is now 
growing at an annual rate of 800,- 
000. It means we must have more 
capital Investment, more new prod- 
ucts, harder selling and better 
markets If we are to keep unem- 
ployment at a reasonable level. 
(.1101 M>H FOR OPTIMISM | 

In summary, the July employ- 
ment is encouraging. It is not as 
good as one would like, but at 
least the data shows recovery is 
continuing. 

What is indicated for the volume 
of unemployment in October — 
low month of the year? Specific- 
ally, what of Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell's promise to eat his hat If 
the total is not down to at least 
three million? 

This Will depend upon the rate 
of recovery from here on, and how 
many persons are unemployed at 
that time because of strikes. On 
the rate of reebvery there Is no 
cause for worry, unless the steel 
strike continues so long that It 
starts materially hurting olher In- 
dustries. At the* moment that does 
not appear probable. All told, 
therefore, It is reasonable to ex- 
pect that in October the total of 
unemployment will be below 3 
million.

53 Hansemond 
Farms Under 
Quarantined 

The State Board of Agriculture 
Imposed a quarantine on 53 farms 
in Nansemond County found to be 
infested with soybean cyst nema- 
tode. 

But Parke C. Brinkley, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, told a delega- 
tion of Nani«emond County farmers 
that quarantine restrictions would 
present the "least possible burden" 
to affected farms. 

-Neceasary restrictions on move- 
ment of farm crops, supplies and 
equipment from the quarantined 
farms are lessening day by day, 
the Commissioner said, "as Federal 
and State plant pest officials" learn 
more about the nematode and how 
it is spread. 

There will lie no restrictions on 
the movement of livestock, people, 
automobiles or trucks, Brinkley 
said. Soybeans and corn can move 
without restriction so long as nei- 
ther the grain nor the containers 
touches the ground. 

For peanuts. Department plans 
at the moment are to set up a seed 
shelter in the area where farmers' 
crops could be cleaned, put iuto 
new bags and sent to market. 

But Brltakley said the State hoped 
soon to be able to let peanuts 
move direct to designated cleaning 
plants in the area which would 
agree to safely dispose of dirt and 
trash from the cleaning operation. 

Peanuts will be turned loose to 
move direct to these plants as soon 
as Federal authorities, who have 
already Imposed a quarantine on 
the same farms, agree, Brinkley 
said. 

Peanut farmers. will have to put 
boards under their peanut sacks in 
the field to ksep them from t jucft- j 
ing the ground. 

Farm equipment and machinery, I 
particularly Peanut diggers, plows, ' 
combines, peanut pickers, are moat 
likely to spread the pest. Move- 
ment of machinery frtMii infested 
to non-infested farms must be 
strictly controlled. 

brinkley said the state had the 
choice, between putting on a Vir- 
ginia quarantine to keep farm trade 
channels open or doing nothing 
and watching the Federal govern- 
ment quarantine the entire state 
and th> up the movement, of farm 
product* across the State line. 

The initial State quarantine wiH 
cover 1 only the 53 farm* on which 

• 



the soybean cyst nematode has 
been positively identified, Brinkley 
said. 

Other infested farms may be in- 
cluded as soon as scouting teams 
can take soil samples and labora- 
tories can check tnem for the pest, 
Mont of Virginia's other soybean 
area has been spot-checked without 
finding the pest, but fleld-by-fleld 
checks are still beMng made. 

A microscopic soil organism, the 
soybean cyst nematode can virtual- 
ly wipe out a soybean crop In a 
heavily infested field. Nansemond's 
Infestation so far has not shown 
serious damage to -soybeans, but 
by the time It does, the bug may be 
spread over most of Eastern Vir- 
ginia. 

Taking an infested field out of 
soybeans or other host crops will 
cut down the soybean cyst nema- 
tode population by as much as 75% 
but treatment for complete eradica- 
tion by present known methods 
cost' over $200 an acre.

KIBITZING PAYS OFF 

Do you ever take the time to 
^rubber neck" when your car is 
being serviced? You might save 
yourself some considerable trouble 
and expense by snooping around 
under the car When it's on the lift 
for a lube job. 

According to the Purolator Auto- 
motive Research Bureau, you can 
learn a lot by spending a, few minu- 
tes looking around under the car. 
Here are things to check: 

1. Condition of tires. Look fbr 
bald spots, cups, uneven Wear at 
the sides or center of the tread, 
breaks and other defects which can 
give trouble on the road. 

2. Shock-absorbers, tike a took 
at the rubber bushings that connect 
the shock-absorbers at either end. 
Sometime* you'll see the rubber 
badly worn or completely gone. 
This can be the source of an an- 
noying rattle. 

3. Muffler and tall pipe. A quick 
Examination of these parts can in- 
dicate the need fbr impending re- 
placement. Tap the bottom of the 
muffler lightly with a hammer and 
you can tell by the sound whether 
or not it is badly rusted. 

4. Leaks. Fresh oil underneath 
the car —j especially around the 
engini, transmission or rear axle — 
is an indication of leaks that should 
be attended to. Some amount of 
seepage is expected, but when a 
serious leak is. present, it will be 
easv to spot when the car is on the 
lift." 

Also, look for brake fluid leaks 
on the exterior of all brake drums. 
This condition can be serious and 
should be attended to without 
delay.

The announcement waa made 
bv Mayor Tom Buchanan of Darl- 
ington, Bob Colvin. general mana- 
ger of Darlington Raceway and 
Harold King of the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce, parade chair- 
man. 1 

Plans call for a complement of 
165 musicians, including the color 
guard ,and drum and bugle corps, 
to lead the annual Southern Festi- 
val parade Saturday, September 5, 
the dance orchestra unit to play at 
the Mias Southern 500 beauty pag- 
eant Saturday night and for the 
full group to give a two-hour con- 
cert at Florence Memorial Stadium 
Sunday afternoon. 

Race morning, starting at 9:30 
a.m., the entire group will be fea- 
tured in the 90 minute pageant 
that always precedes the Labor 
Dav racing classic. 

The Marine band, often referred 
to as "The President's Own" is 
comprised entirely by decorated 
combat veterans. They served as 
tbs official Unltwi States band at 
tbe opening of the St. Lawrence 
He3wav, e-'cortlng the President 
and the Queen of England. Their 
other public appearances, before 
tbe Southern Festival, will be in 
Boston, Chicago and Milwaukee. 

Darlington ig celebrating the

NEWS FOR VETERANS 



Harry F. Carper, Jfr., Director of 
the Virginia Division of War Vet- 
erans' Claims, a State agency which 
assists veterans and survivors' to 
obtain thelf lawful benefits, an- 
nounces the following' information 
of Interest from his office in Roa- 
noke. 

Eligible veterans must begin 
Korea Of bill education or Jrainlrtg 
within 3 years after discharge- For 
those veterans who were In motive 
service on January 81, 1985. the 
official end of the Korean War, the 
3 year period begins to run from 
the date of their first discharge 
upon which they were eligible for 
complete separation from active 
service^ Immediate reerUtetment 
does not actio 'extend the deadline 
date, even though there was no 
loss of 'active service time. 

For veterans discharged on or 
before January 31, 1955, all educa- 
tion or training must end no later 
than January 31, 1063. For veter- 
ans discharged after January 31, 
1955, the final deadline for finish- 
ing training Is January 31, 1068, 
or 3 years from the discharge date, 
whichever comes first. 

Veterans in training may inter- 
rupt their training at any time 
after their deadline date (3 years 
after discharge! for not longer 
than 12 consecutive months without' 



VA approval, and without limita- 
tion as to the number of such sus- 
pensions. If a vetera o suspends his 
training program- for longer than 
12 jnonthe, he cannot resume pur- 
suit of the program unless he 
proves to the VA, that the period 
over 12 month* was occasioned by 
conditions beyond the veteran's 
control. 



Veterans benefit programs have 
often been the target of criticism 
by certain persons. However, these 
Individuals may find some consola- 
tion in the story of the G. I. Loan 
Program. 

Throughout the entire State there 
have Ven 113,150 guaranteed and 
insured loans made since, the begin- 
ning of the program, representing 
an average loan of 17,995 for a 
total principal of C904.700.003. In 
addition, there have been . 6,265 
direct loans made to veterans .at 
an average of $7,946 and ,n ^tal 
amount of $40,786,868. 

The Veterans Administration Re- 
gional Office, In Roanoke, Virginia, 
his made 77,000 loans since the 
program started and daring the 
past nine years' there have been 
oaly eighty-four foreclosures. These 
properties, upon being conveyed to 
the Veterans Administration have 
usually been reconditioned and 
when placed upon the market have 



been sold at a profit. Since the 
program begin there have been 
306 foreclosures and upon resale 
of these properltes there has netted 
a profit of $51,000 to the Govern- 
ment. 

Under tbe direct home loan pro- 
gram, there ace over 6.000 active 
loads made to veterans in remote 
sections of the State. During the 
past -nine years, thirty-seven pro- 
perties have been foreclosed.

The State of Virginia nas for 
many years provided some educa- 
tional assistance for the orphans 
of those killed In action or died 
of wounds or disease, arid for the 
children of those permanently and 
totally disabled as result of service 
during War. The parent must have 
been a citizen of Virginia at the 
time of 'entering the army, navy, 

marine corps, air force or coast pleased to as.-;l*i and advise any 
guard during World War I or in person concerning/ veterans' at fairs 
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any armed conflict subsequent to 
December.' 6, \1B41. The child must 
be dot under sixteen and not ovef 
twenty free and must be a legator 
adopted child • a stepchild la not 
included. 

The Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, who administers the aid, 
must approve the educational or 
training institution which Is re- 
quired to be in Virginia and of sec- 
ondary or collegiate grade. Under 
present law not over $400 Is pay- 
able in any one school year nor for 
more than four school years. Upon 
recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction the 
eligible child la admitted to State 
supported institutions of college 
or secondary level free of tuition. 
The $400 aid is paid direct to the 
school toward the cost of fees, board 
and room, and books and supplies 
for the- child.

Fourth Unit at 
Portsmouth 

The Board of Directors of the 
Virginia Electric and Power Com- 
pany today authorised the expendi- 
ture of $30,500,000 for the con- 
struction of a fourth unit at the 
Portsmouth Power Station. 

President A. H. McDowell. Jr.. 
announcing the decision following 
the Board meeting at Staunton. 
Va.. said the construction on the 
220.000 Killowatt unit will begin 
next Spring. Completion date is 
expected to be in the Spring of 
19G2. 

Completion of the fourth unit at 
Portsmouth wlli bring the generat- 
ing capability of this station to 
approximately 000,000 Killowatt*— 
more than enough power to light 
up the combined cities of Norfolk, 
Portsmouth and Newport News. 
When the new unit is completed, 
the Portsmouth station will have 
the greatest Killowatt capability of 
any In Vepco's system. 

McDowell, citing the rapid In- 
dustrial and residential growth of 
Vepco's operating area In Virginia, 
North Carolina and West Virginia, 
said the new project is a part of 
Vepco's "continuing plan of con- 
struction to keep up with the grow- 
ing customer demand for electric- 
ity"- 4 

The Portsmouth station serves 
the, eastern part of Vepco's system, 
including the, Metropolitan areas 
Off Norfolk, Portsmouth, South Nor- 
folk and Suffolk. 

McDowell recently announced a 
new #31.000.000 addition to Vepco's 
Possom Point Power Station. This 
unit, similar In capability • to the 
proposed unit In 'Portsmouth, will 
be started next Spring and Is also 
expected to be In operation bv the 
Spring of 1062. The Possom Point 
Station serves the northern part 
of Vepco's system, including the 
metropolitan areas of Arlington, 
Alexandria, FYed*rlclcsburg and 
Falls Church. 

McDowell said construction of 
these two units will add 440.000 
Killowatt capability to Vepco's 
syRtem and bring the company's 
total generating capability to ap- 
proximately 2.500.0OO Klllowatts in 
1902, an increase of .11.5 per cent 
over the present capability of ap- 
proximately 1,900.000 Kilio waits. 

New additions recently have 
been added to Vepco's Bremo, 
Portsmouth and Yortrtown power 
stations. Another new unit of 170,- 
QOt) Kjllowa^t capability is cur- 
rently uoiittt't*»n*;ti-uctiim at the 
Chesterfield Power Station.

Social J^ecurily

A question Often asked by per- 
sons who are nearing retirement 
age is, "when may I file for my 
social security benefits?" Anyone 
who Is near retirement age, 02 for 
women and 66 for men, can file 
for benefits at leasLa, month be- 
fore their birthday." 

Early filing of an application in- 
sures "more prompt payment of 
benefits. A potential claimant will 
heed to bring his social security 
card, proof of his age, and evidence 
of his last year's work such as a 
Form W-2 if he works for wages. 
Proof of age of his wife will be 
needed if she is 62 years old and 
wishes to file with her husband. If 
there are minor children, under 
age 18, their birth certificates also 
will be needed. 

v Aiself-employed person will need 
to submit a copy^of his last two 
year's tax returns and proof that 
the returns were filed. This is 
usually a money order stub or a 
cancelled check. If a claimant 
doesn't have all the necessary 
proofs, he should ask the Social 
Security representative how to get 
these proofs.

Progress Reported Against Smut Mail to Children 



PORT STORY HEADQUARTERS 
RETURNS PROM NEW ORLEANS 
TRAINING 

The Headquarters of the 4th 
Transportation Terminal Command 
*C\ Fort Story, returned this week 
from a seveniay tour of on-the-job 
training and observation with the 
8S Army Transportation Terminal 
Command, Gulf at New Orleans 
last week. 

The alert exercise, which Includ- 
ed training in air transportability, 
saw the unit move out in full field 
equipment and set up a bivouac 
area at Camp Leroy Johnson, locat- 
ed on the shores of Lake Ponchar- 
train. From there dally trips were 
made to the New Orleans Port, 
where the 4th TTC officers and 
men Integrated with Gulf Terminal 
Command counterparts for the 
training phase of the exercise. 

During the exercise the Fort 
Story contingent was welcomed to 
the Gulf Terminal Command by 
Brigadier General Morton Townes, 
Commanding General of Gulf. The 
Story group was then escorted on 
a tour of the New Orleans Port 
facilities. 

The final two days of the maneu- 
ver saw the 4th observing Qulf 
methods of handling cargo, docu- 
mentation and overall port opera- 
tions. 

During the absence of the 4th 
TTC "C" from Fort Story, the post 
was manned by the 2385th TTC 
"C", a reserve unit commanded by 
Colonel Clarence C. Curtis. 



Postmaster Merrel M. Nash Jr. 
reports that the Post Office Depart- 
ment's drive to stamp out the ac- 
tivities of "merchants in filth" 
who solicit minor children for the 
mall-order sale of obscene mate- 
rials is making substantial head- 
way. 

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summer-field, he states, is taking 
Increasingly effective action 
against this growing, nation-wide 
racket. 

Postmaster General Summer field 
has notified the local postmaster 
that during the fiscal year which 
ended June 30, 1959, the Post Office 
Department -conducted more than 
14,000 separate investigations of 
traffic in mall order obscenity, of 
which approximately 10,000 were 
based on complaints from parents 
aroused to the menace presented 
by "the vicious arrogance of the 
smut racketeers." 

Actual arrests during the year, 
according to Postmaster Nash, to- 
taled 315, a' significant Increase 
over the previous year, and almost 
double the number of arrests dur- 
ing 1957, when the Post Office, De- 
partment was still hampered by 
Inadequate enforcement legislation. 

Prior to the summer of 1958, 
antiquated laws and liberal court 
interpretations — Postmaster Gen- 
eral Summerfleld prefers to call 
them "misinterpretations" — re- 
quired that even the most blatant 
protiteer, sending the vilest pos- 
sible material through the mails to 
school-age children, could be prose- 
cuted only at the point or origin of 
the mall, usually New York or Los 
Angeles. . 

According to Postmaster Nash, 
the "liberal" courts In these cities 
established a definition of "obscen- 
ity" far different from views held 
by the majority in most normal 
American communities. 

In 1958 the Postmaster General 
recommended new legislation to 
the 85th Congress, which would 
permit prosecution of such racke- 
teers at the point where the mall 
was received, and where the actual 
attempt to corrupt childrens' moral 
and social health took place. Con- 
gress promptly responded to the 
Postmaster. General** plea, and 
translated the recommendations 
Into law. 

Postmaster Nash reports that 
this new legislation is now begin- 
ning to bear fruit. The first case 
prosecuted under the new law was 
of a man and his wife on the West 



Coast, who were 'mailing obscene 
literature to youngsters in Boise, 
Idaho. 

Thanks to the new law, accord- 
ing to Postmaster Nash, these two 
were convicted in Boise, and sen- 
tenced to 10 years behind bars 
plus a heavy fine. 

In another recent California case, 
a 10-year prison sentence was Im- 
posed on a criminal offender con- 
victed of sending obscene material 
through the mall. In contrast to 
so many previous cases in that 
area whenV probation had been 
granted. 

Postmaster General Summerfleld 
pointed out in a recent speech: 
"This represents, in our opinion, 
reel progress of the type which 
can readily be expanded, so long 



as we have determined public sup- 
port, prompt and positive investi- 
gation, and vigorous prosecution." 

Postmaster Nash states that the 
Postmaster General and the Post 
Office Department attribute this 
progress to the broad support for 
the campaign being given by the 
nation's newspapers and radio and 
television commentators, public 
spirited civic organizations, mem- 
bers of Congress, and more and 
more Individual citizens. 

Their efforts, according to the 
Postmaster General, are not only 
alerting the public but are arous- 
ing Judges and law enforcement 
officers to act firmly against the 
menace this traffic In filth pre- 
sents to the healthy and decent 
development of the nation's youth.

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Good Lite Hatch 
Of Ducks Seen 

An "explosion" of broods Is tak- 
ing place in the three prairie pro- 
vinces . . . Abundant evidence that 
a good late hatch with large broods 
is now coming off wherever suit- 
able water la available-three weeks 
to a month late, but not too late 
to bring the young to maturity 
before the snowflles . . . Prospects 
much brighter now than they were 
a month ago. 

These are the heartening I 
lights of the August issue 
Ducks Unlimited "Duckologicil," 
prepared bv Chief Naturalist Bert 
W. Cartwrlght 

Looking squarely at the situation, 
Cartwrlght observes, "This late 
production is not going to com- 
pletely offset the poor production 
of the early-nesting Mallards and 
Pintails on the prairies, but It is 
going to compensate to a consider- 
able degree." 

He also comments . . . "One thing 
we must keep In mind. The TJuck 
population is at a high level and 
even if only 50 percent of the pair- 
ed birds succeed in hatching a 
brood, it will go a long way toward 

Base hospital and delivered it to 
the ferry while at sea.

cial losses. I n-'ver like, to write 
•bout trouble that we arc having. 
but this gives in** n >?oo(i opportun- 
ity to wiiu about oue of my favitf - - 
He ubject* That is a disease «>n- 
tioi program for every livestock 

farm. 

Mo-t of our disease epidemics 
can be controlled by a good vac- 
cination program. Vaccination for 
any disease is nothing more than 
a good Insurance policy. An insur- 
ance policy that you hope you will 
never have to collect on. Vaccina- 
tion cost over the years are small 
when compared to a single loss 
of an entire flock of hogs. There- 
fore, 1 believe it is advisable to 
set up a vaccination program for 
your farm. Net only Wt hog chol- 
ora. out for other disea^'s such as 
erusipolas and others that are 
causing you trouble or diseases 
that are causing your neighbors 
trouble. 

Let's/ look at the whole program. 
First of all, let's use a prevention 
method and that is sanitation. San- 
itation Is one of the best preven- 
tive methods for controlling di- 
seases that we know of. (Jowl clean 
facilities, both farrowing and feed- 
ing, and also pastures are essen- 
tial in any disease control program. 
This is first. Second, is a vaccina- 
tion program for all your hogs. 

Both breeding stock and young 
pigs. Most Vetenarlans are recom- 
mending the modified Virus vac- 
cine for cholora today. I believe 
this is wise because- it does not 
have tin- abilitv to give hogs the 
cholora, however. It will immunize 
the hog against cholora. Now. this 
is guaranteed for approximately 
one year so therefore Breeding 
stock should be vaccinated about 
every other litter. M.isl of the 
modified viruses will give you im- 

.ui. y on* vve.'k after vaccination. 
Therefore,' 1 .think it Is wise to 
va ■■inuite two weeks before wean- 
in/ time. By vaccinating two weeks 
before weaning time, me p.gs wlii 
still be Immunised by the sow's 
miik while the vaccine Is taking 
oyer and there will be one week 
when- the vaccina is d:>ing the 
Immunizing and also the mother's 
milk is immunizing.

BR ALERT FOR EDEMA 
IN VIRGINIA HW INK 

Edema, a disease' which was 
first recognized In Virginia some 
three or four years ago doesn't 
pose much of a threat in the state, 
but it would be a good idea to be 
on the alert /or it. The incident of 
the disease is low hi Virginia at 
the present time, but it could' in- 
crease., It has become a serious 
threat In the Midwest the past 
few yearsr Pigs that are eight to 
twelve weeks old are more apt to 
be affected, *but pigs of any age 
can fall victim to this disease. 

Symptoms can appear suddenly 
and may include a staggering gate, 
swollen eye lids and paralysis.

fAI-nOM ADVISED WHEN 
FILLING HIM) 

Silo filling time is in full swing 
in Princess Anne County and now, 
a« the 'rush really comes on there 
is a word of warning I would like 
to pass on to those who get into 
too much of a hurry. Nitrogen 
Dioxide, a poisonous gas that may 
form in fresh silage, can cause silo 
fillers disease, which Is hazardous 
to both human and livestock. As 
little as 100 parts per million of 
the gas in the air can be danger- 
ous. SUo fillers disease causes se- 
vere coughing and burning or 
choking pains in the throat and 
chest. A person who has these 
symptoms while working in the 
silo, or afterwards, should see a 
doctor Immediately. Serious Illness 
or death can result from dplay. 
Fanners should take extra pre- 
caution when filling silos with corn 
that has been grown with a heavy 
application of nitrogen. 

Here are a few precautions: Run 
the blower for 10 minutes before J, 
going into a partly filled silo and 
kt-ep it running while you are In- 
side; he alert to Irritating odors. 
The gas tends to settle in the slid 
chute and base. Look for yellowish- 
brown fumes; keep children and 
animals away during a silo filling 
and for at least a week after filling.

DO.VT FORGET COVER CROPS 

Lets don't get so busy this fall, 
boys, that you forget about seeding 
cover crops on those bare fields. 
Many dollars of fertilizer will be 
leached away, unless you have 
■ohm green plant growing on the 
soil during the winter months. 
There are, many different plants 
that can be grown satisfactorily as 
cover crops. I guess the one that 
we like to talk about more than 
ptnon is Crimson Clover. This does 
a wry satisfactory job if it can be 
seeded early. I would like to Hake 
a guess and say that Crimson 
Clover should not be seeded after 
October for best resultR. After Oc- 
tober 1. 1 believe we can get better 
coverage, better grazing from the 
use of some of the small grain 
su<:b as rye, oats, barley, or wneat. 
Rye will jjpve you more growth, 
will give you more coverags than 
any of the others. However, while 
It is not quite as heavy in growth 
as rye, oats are more palletable to- 1 
the livestock and If you are plan- 
ning on grazing this is a very good 
faeur to consider. Passing on 
some of the experience df the 
dairym en, t h ey say ^Miat^theycatt 
net more total feed from rye than 
ihey can from oats and many other 
dairymen are planting rye now 
rather than the oats. 

Cover cropping is good business, 
so don't forget to drop by your 
seed store and get your seeds and 
do a good job of enserving soil 
and plant food through cov^r 
crops.

DAVH OF BIRTH TO WEANING 
IMPORTANT FOR 
REPLACEMENT HEIFER 

The time from birth to weaning 
may Ik* a* small part of a Heifer's 
growing period, but it is an im- 
portant one. 

Improving a dairy herd by using 
desirably proved sires and out- 
standing dams is impossible unless 
replacement Heifers are raided 
successfully. Here aiv some feed- 
ing and management recommenda- 
tions for top growth of the replace- 
ment Heifers from birth to 
weaning. 

Prevent chilling In the new born 
calf; help the calf in nursing if 
it Is very weak; disinfect the ex- 
posed part of the calf's naval cord 
soon after birth. Identify calves 
soon after it is born. » 

Remove the calf from the dam 
within 24 hours aiter birth arid 
put it in an individual pen. Keep 
the calf dry and free from cold 
drafts. Use nipple pale or teach 
calf to drink from an open bucket. 
Keep feeding utensils clean. 

Provide calf with given, high 
quality hay. salt and water. Ob- 
serve the calf dally to detect and 
correct abnormal conditions. Tie- 
horn the calf before it is a month 
old. And check the calf's growth 
periodically, at least monthly.
